The sixty-page 
report, compiled by Marshall 
Worden, under the sponsorship 
of the Student Council la a com- 
pilation of student opinion based 
on 7500 questionnaire forms dis- 
tributed to students under the 
1994 Planning Commission and' 
by the 1996 Academic Evaluation 
Committee. 

The report Is sn evaluation of 
one-hundred seventy professors 
In twenty-four departments. 
Those courses or professors 
evaluated were chosen by Worden 
on the bests of quantity and 
uniformity of student opinion. 
Where there ware major dis- 
crepancies in the opinions ex- 
pressed or where there was In- 
sufficient data, no evaluation was 


students as to what they may ex- 
pect from GW and aleotopresent 
student opinion so as to aid the 
faculty In Its self-evaluation. 

Though the survey Is mainly 
concerned with Iriroductory 
courses, there are several upper 
division courses evaluated tn the 
departments of history, biologi- 
cal sciences and political 
sciences. 

One course was described as 
being “discouraging to Intellec- 
tual activity on the part of pro- 
fessors or students. . .Many 
lectures are largely a waste of 
time and designed for those 
students too lazy to read the 
text." 

Another course was described 
as *an excellent course for any- 
one Interested In learning about 
American foreign policy and 
forms of government, past and 
present. The two major text- 
books are excellent; several 
other teaching aids are em- 
ployed. . .These help the student 
to see all sides of the issue 


One professor was described 
According to Wordso, the re- »* ** dedicated teacher. . .who 
port was written to Inform tries very bard to find the most 


original and stimulating means 
of teaching that she can.* This 
professor was given a cumulative 
of A, while another was des- 
cribed as *an example of a 
learned authority unable to com- 
municate to the student.. .Com- 
prehension is Impossible with- 
out extensive use of the text and 
related courses.* This profes- 
sor was rated aa D.

BUI Reinhart had a great deal 
of blushing to do last Wednesday 
night Nearly four hundred 
friends, former teammates and 
students assembled at the May* 
flower Hotel to give a testimonial 
for the «Uvlng legend In George 
Washington University sports.* 

Officially, the testimonial was 
sponsored by the General Alumni 
Association, Colonials, Inc., the 
Alumni Letterman’a Club, the 
Intercollegiate Athletic Depart- 
ment, end aooree of friends. 
Coaches and athletic directors 
from throughout the Southern 
Conference attended. Howard 
Hobson, who captained Rein- 
hart's ’.924 baskathaU team at 
Oregon and later replaced him 
as coach, came all the way from 
Portland to attend the testimon- 
ial. 

Others present included Arn- 
’ old *Red* Auerbach, former 
coach, now general manager of 
the world champion Boston Cel- 
tics, Buddy Young, former all- 
pro football star, President 
Lloyd H. Elliott, E.K. Morris, 
President of the Board of Trus- 
tees and former baseball coach, 
and GW football great Tuffy Lee- 
mans. 

Almost every visitor to the 
speaker’s stand had some story 
to teU of Reinhart’s past, some 
so revealing that Reinhart had to 


cover his eyes during the teU- 
ing. 

Reinhart first attended Mls- 
souri.Wesleyan College for one 
year and played football, basket- 
baU and baseball. Then he trans- 
ferred to the University of Ore- 
gon for one year until World War 
1 Interrupted his education. Re- 
turning In 1919, he played three 
years of football, basketball and 
basebaU, quarterbacking Oregon 
In the Rose Bowl against Har- 
vard. 

In 1924, Reinhart became var- 
sity basketbaU and basebaU 
coach at Oregon, also serving as 
freshman football coach. 

In 1935, Reinhart came to 
George Washington University. 
He wasted no time. His first bas- 
ketbaU team won sixteen and 
lost only three, at that time 
the best record In GW’s basket- 
baU history. In his twenty-four 
years at GW, Relnhart woo an 
amazing total of 524 varsity ath- 
letic contests. 

Reinhart was no stranger to 
winning championships. At high 
school, Oregon , coaching pro- 
fessional footbaU players during 
the war, at the Merchant Marine 
Academy, and at GW, Reinhart 
won more than his share of champ - 
pionshlpa. Personal honors came 
too. In 1956, Reinhart was 
selected to the Helms Basket- 
baU HaU of Fame. When he re- 
tired. he was ranked fourth

among active coaches with most 
lifetime varsity wins. 

At the testimonial, Reinhart 
was showered with telegrams 
from friends, special awards 
from athletic groups, and per- 
haps most Important, weU de- 
served praise. As a gift from his 
many friends, Reinhart received 
a 1966 F-85 OldsmobUe, fully 
equipped with air conditioning. 
Even Insurance and gift tax were 
provided for. 

Reinhart was the last speaker 
of the evening. *No coach ever 
enjoyed working for a college 
more than I have at GW,* he said.

Reinhart Is credited with the 


comment, •Winning isn’t every- 
thing, It’s the only thing,* But 
that Is not representative of his 
achievements. Although he was 
known as a winner, be was even 
better known as a builder of 
character. He taught discipline 
and respect to his players. He 
helped diem find employment As 
he put It, *1 spent a lifetime cor- 
recting parents’ mistakes. I was 
paid for tt, but not Just In dollars. 
There was a more meaningful, 
lasting and satisfying value I 
received.’
